From this point in the hearing the Commissionwill notreceive any additional festimony from the
audience but may ask questions of anyone who has testified.

10. COMMISSION DISCUSSION AND ACTION. Ifis the Commission’sintentionto make a decisionthis eveningon eachissue on
the agenda. Planning Commission decisions may be appealed to the City Council.If you wish fo appeal a decision,
please contact the Planning Department for information on the procedures and feesinvolved.

11. MEETING CONTINUANCE. Priorto the close of the first public hearing, any person may request an opportunity to present
additional information at another time. If there is such arequest, the Planning Commission will either continue the public
hearing to a date certain or leave the record open for at least sevendays for additional written evidence, argument, or
testimony. The Planning Commission may ask the applicant to consider granting an extension of the 120-day time period
for making a decisionif a delay in making a decision could impact the ability of the City fo take final action on the
application, includingresolution of all local appeals.
